The  letter  first  published  in  the  Poston 
Patriot,  and  said  to  have  been  written  by 
a gentleman  in  AVashingten  to  his  friend 
in  Boston,  relative  to  the  late  visit  of  the 
enemy  to  the  former  of  these  places,  is 
republished  in  this  paper  in  tl-.c  following 
manner  and  with  the  following  remarks 
by  the  editor : 

“ .MADISOM  versus  ARMSTRONG. 

AVhen  we  published  the  letter  of  the  dis- 
missed Secretary  Armstrong,  our  readers  will 
recollect,  that  we  accompanied  it  with  a re- 
mark that  sve  presumed  the  President’s  de- 
fence would  appear  in  the  sh.ape  of  an  edito- 
rial article  in  the  Afational  Intelligencer.  It 
seems,  however,  that  a difi'ereot  mode  us  well 
as  channel  of  communication  has  been  resort- 
ed to,  for  the  vindication  of  the  President. 
The  form  of  *■  a tetter  from  a gentleman  in 
H'ashinglon  City,  to  his  friend  in  Bo  ton."  has 
bien  deemed  the  most  proper,  and  the  Boston 
Patriot,  instead  of  tlie  A'ational  Intelligencer, 
has  been  chosen  as  the  medium  of  commuit'ca- 
tion  to  the  public. 

Whether  this  course  has  been  adopted  with 
a view  to  conceal  the  concert  or  connivance  of 
the  President  in  regard  to  the  vindication,  or 
from  any  r.ther  view,  we  shr.Il  not  pretend  to 
decide  I'haf  the  letter  lias  received  the  sanc- 
lion  of  the  Pre.-iident,  there  can  be  no  doubt. 
It  bears  intrinsic  evidence  of  the  fact.  It  is 
drawn  up  with  considerable  art,  a great  por- 
tion cf  it  being  occupied,  in  the  first  place, 
with  a general  and  plausible  defence  of  the 
Administration  against  the  att-ueks  of  upposi- 
lion  on  ihe  ground  of  the  war,  and  the  des- 
truction of  the  capital;  ingeniously  blending 
llie  letter  of  the  ex-secrt-tai  v with  the  general 
opposition,  and  thereby  weakening  if  not  des 
li-oying  the  influence  of  his  attack  upon  the 
minds  ol  the  republicans  throughout  the  Uni- 
on. This  at  least  was  the  elfeci,  evidently  in- 
tended to  be  produced  by  the  writer  AVe 
think,  however,  that  fair  play  requires,  that 
the  subject  should  be  , tripped  . f extraneous 
matter,  and  the  reader  be  left  to  decide  upon 
the  iia’sed  dispute  between  Ihe  President  and 
Gen.  Armstrong  AA'e  iheref.ire  omit  the  in- 
troductory matter,  which  consists  principally 
of  pros  and  cons,  a thousand  limes  reiterated 
in  all  our  parly  prints,  and  come  directly  to 
that  part  where  the  writer  commences  his  at 
tack  upon  the  Ex  Secretai-v.” 

We  will  not  suffer  to  pass  without  an- 
imadversion the  imputation  upon  the 
President  that  this  protlucdon  had  cither 
his  sanction  or  authority.  AV’e  see  noth- 
ing of  “ the  intrinsic  evidence  oi  the 
fact”  discovered  by  the  Editor  of  the  Re- 
gister. We  even  see  much  evidence  of 
that  kind  directly  against  his  conclusion. 

1st.  The  art  ascribed  to  it, of  avoiding 
the  abstract  question, or  of  blending  with 
it  topics  long  in  controversy  and  of  a 
general  patui-c,  is  no  art  al  all,  and  is 
much  mole  likely  to  have  been  the  work 
of  some  half-witted  conceited  clerk,  than 
of  a master  in  disputation.  Such  an  at- 
tempt would  have  been  utterly  unworthy 
of  the  President  and  equally  discreditable 
to  his  head  and  his  heart. 

2d.  It  is  not  credible  nor  consistent 
with  the  well  established  character  of 
the  President,  that  he  should  either  be 
so  disingenuous  as  to  have  w ritten  a vin- 
dication of  himself,  or  have  sanctioned 
the  writing  of  one  by  another,  when  in 
that  very  vindication  it  is  admitted  that 
every  attempt  of  this  kind  was  forbidden 
by  executive  decorum. 

3d.  It  is  not  more  credible  that  Mr. 
M.VDISON  could  profess,  as  docs  the  au- 
thor 01  this  letter,  either  positively  or  by 
induction — that  the  President  can  do  no 
sarong — that  the  lips  of  his  ministers  are 
hermetically  sealed — that  they  must  do 
and  suffer  as  he  directs,  without  having 
the  right  either  to  admonish  the  public  or 
to  vindicate  themselves.  Such  was  not 
the  opinion  of  Mr.  M.idison,  when  Mr. 
Monuoe  published  his  viesu  of  th  con- 
duct of  the  executive  in  his  own  vindica- 
tion after  being  recalled  from  France. 
Such,  we  hope,  will  never  be  the  doctrine 
of  any  man  or  of  any  party  in  the  United 
States.  It  may  do  well  enough  for  the 
meridian  of  Britain,  but  will  never  flour- 
ish in  our  republican  clime.  But  what 
“ secret,”  we  ask,  was  betrayed  by  the 
publication  of  the  late  Secretary  of  War  ? 
Was  his  conversation  with  the  President 
a secret,  in  any  sense  of  the  word  ? Did 
not  the  President  himself  mention  it  ? 
Was  it  not  a subject  of  public  notoriety 
in  Washington  ? Was  it  not  so  from  itr>

mob — and  yet  it  is  “ undeniable,”  says 
this  letter  writer,  “that  the  Secretary 
was  not  sacrificed  either  to  popular  fury 
or  private  resentment !”  Surely  such 
mean  prevarication  cannot  be  ascribed  to 
the  President. 

5in.  It  is  admitted  that  the  Secretary 
did  every  thing  for  the  defence  of  the  dir- 
irict  of  Columbia,  that  could  offidally  be 
tione  by  him.  “ A new  military  district 
was  created.  Sec.  a General  specially  ap- 
pointed to  command  it,  with  authority  to 
call  out  the  militia,  require  supplies,  &c. 
£cc.  But  this,  says  the  letter  writer, 
was  a mere  bureau  operation— “ it  could 
be  done  with  a dash  or  two  of  the  pen.” 
And  what  more  would  this  man,  in  his 
wisdom,  have^  required  from  a Secretary 
ol  \A  ari  \V7iy,  he  should  have  known, 
and  always  been  able  and  willing  to  have 
satisfied  the  “ inquiries  of  prudence,”  on 
the  following  points.  Whether  the  ene- 
my would  come  to  Washington  ? When 
tliey  would  come  there  ? and  with  what 
force  they  would  come  ? That  the  Sec- 
retary always  answered  these  questions 
discreetly,  we  will  not  assert ; but  that 
any  man  could  have  answered  them  sai- 
Lfuctorily,  we  do  not  believe  ; nor  do  we 
believe  that  it  was  more  his  duty  to  eave 
answered  them  than  it  was  that  of  -he 
Secretary  of  lie  Navy,  or  of  any  other 
member  of  the  administration.  But  it 
seems,  that  the  Secretary  met  these  in- 
quiries “ with  ridicule — that  he  was  uni- 
formly incredulous  of  the  enemy’s  ap- 
proach to  Washington,  and  that  to  the 
last  hour,  he  discouraged  apprehensions 
in  the  inhahitants  and  officers  of  govern- 
ment.” There  is,  in  this  charge,  a mix- 
ture of  truth  and  falsehood,  which  ren- 
ders it  necessary  to  sift  it.  It  is  true,  as 
we  are  informed,  that  tlie  Secretary 
thought  these  inquiries  r/  prudence  were 
often  imprudently  made,  and  very  im- 
liioper  to  be  answered.  It  is  true,  that 
until  CocAUANE  arrived  and  ascended 
the  Patuxent,  he  was  uniformly  incredu- 
lous of  the  approaches  of  the  enemy  to 
Washington.  It  is  true,  that  even  then, 
he  did  not  believe  that  the  capital  held 
out  any  great  military  object  to  a large 
armament;  and  that  the  force  we  had 
was  sufficient  to  repel  a small  one.  He 
could  not  foresee — and  if  that  was  a 
crime,  he  was  guilty  of  it,  that  any  Bril, 
ish  general  would  have  risked  a move- 
ment, such  as  that  made  by  Gen  R„ss, 
for  the  pleasure  or  profit  of  routing  he 
administration,  and  burning  the  public 
buildings  ; or,  if  he  had,  that  6 or  7(>00 
men,  collected  for  its  dofence,  would  luve 
left  his  march  from  the  Patuxent  to  Bla- 
densburg  unobstructed  and  iinannoyed, 
and  would  have  retreated  from  the  latter 
place  ill  the  precipitate  and  shameful 
manner  in  which  they  did.  It  is  also 
true,  that  he  discoil^ged  aiiprehcnsions 
in  both  the  inhabitants  and  officers  of  go- 
vernment, when  he  found  them  to  be  ex- 
treme, and  calculated  to  defeat  our  ob- 
jects, and  promote  those  of  the  enemy  ; 
but  it  is  not  true,  as  is  here  insinuated, 
that,  at  any  time,  or  on  any  occasion,  lie 
permitted  these  views  of  the  subject  to 
lessen  the  means,  or  to  procrastinate  the 
measures  best  calculated  for  the  defence 
of  the  city.  The  commanding  general 
will  do  him  justice  on  this  head 

6th.  To  the  sins  of  incredulity  and  ridi- 
cule the  letter  writer  adds  that  of  inactiv- 
ity : — “ General  .Armstrong  was  not  as 
active  as  he  niight  have  been,  because  he 
did  not  visit. the  country  traversad  by  the 
enemy,  to  advise  the  necessary  defences.” 
We  have  here  another  proof  that  the 
President  could  not  have  given  to  this

JV'bsr,  it  is  an  offence  not  to 
have  reconnoitered  the  roads  and  supar- 
iniended  fortifira'ions  ! Thus  inconsis- 
tent is  faction,  when  it  has  nothing  solid 
to  lay  hold  of;  and  th  re  is  no  doubt  that 
had  the  Secretary  taken  any  measure  of 
direct  controu!  for  the  defence  of  Wash- 
ington, the  old  ^iroiind  would  have  been 
resumed,  and  we  should  have  heard  of 
the  great  things  which  gen.  Winder  in 
this  case,  like  gen.  Wilkinson  in  the 
other,  would  have  dune,  bui  for  the  inter- 
ference of  the  S cretary.  After  all,  the 
objectors  go  farther  m this  direction  than 
is  pi  udetit,  and  invade  truth,  perhaps,  with- 
oid  knowing  it.

noiienng  the  enemy,  and  when  about  to 
make  un  nttii  e f ange  of  ll;.;  order  of  bat- 
tle, be  was  met  bv  the  Prtsideni,  who  told 
him  that  thf  mili'ary  functionarira  muat  be 
lef'  io  (he  (iUehar^e  of  th  ir  oJvn  duty,  on 
their  own  reifiotfibiii-y.  and  that  the  civil 
defiarlmmta  of  the  government  would 
retire  together.  1 his  fact  does  away  the 
charge,  of  an  indiffetence  to  the  fate  of 
Washington,  atid  <;f  personal  inactivity  in 
its  d fence.  The  inhibition  on  the  part  of 
the  President  was  t!ie  Secretary’s  good 
fortune,  as  under  any  manageiuent.  so 
late  as  the  2<tth  of  ,\ugust,  it  is  doubtful 
whether  the  isvue  of  ilie  battle  would  have 
varied  much  from  what  it  was 

7ili.  A word  or  two  on  another  passage 
of  ibis  letter,  and  w e have  done.

Sir — The  fall  of  Washington  has  hap- 
pily produced  an  enquiry  into  the  causes 
ofthat  event.  'Various  causes  are  assign, 
ed,  and  amongst  the  rest  the  shameful 
fligiit  of  the  militia,  without  firing  a shot. 
When  we  condemn  that  fiight.  we  should 
bear  in  mind,  that  the  militia  themselves 
are  not  half  so  much  to  blame  as  those 
whose  neglect  made  resistance  almost 
impracticable.  The  militia,  as  men,  are 
precisely  of  the  same  description  of  per- 
sons as  those  who  conqiiertd  at  Chippe- 
way,  Bridgewater  and  Erie,  without  their 
qualifications  as  soldiers  ; and  if  the  mili- 
tia are  not  qualified,  it  is  because  no  pains 
have  been  taken  to  make  them  so.

what  is  necessary  for  consumption.  On 
the  export  oft  his  surplus,  which  is  cut  up 
by  war,  dep.  nds,  in  a great  degree,  the  a- 
bility  ofthe  farmer  to  meet  taxes.

Sir — Looking  over  my  official  account 
of  the  ac  'o  1 cn  the  17ih  ult.  I find  that 
the  names  of  the  Regiments  which  com- 
posed Gui  Millers  command,  have  not 
been  given.  As  I believe  it  even  more 
iinport.'uit  to  disiinguisu  corps  than  indi- 
viilualG,  I ant  anxious  to  correct  this  mis- 
take. Gen.  Miller  on  iha'  day  command- 
ud  the  rcNiains  of  the  yih  and  I lilt  In- 
fantry and  a dciachnitnt  of  the  i9ih.  Of 
three  field  officers  who  were  attached  to 
il'.em,two  were  S'  verely  wounded  ; I.ieiit 
Col.  Aspimiall  of  the  'Jth,  gallantly  lead- 
ing his  men  to  the  aiunck  uitoii  the  ene- 
my’s entrenchments;  and  Major  Trim- 
ble *f  the  19th,  wh®  was  shot  within  their 
works,  conducting  with  great  skill  and 
bravery.

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  it  appears,  that  the  war,  in 
which  our  countiy  is  unfortunately  enga- 
ged, has  assumetl  an  entirely  different 
character,  since  its  first  commencement, 
and  has  become  almost  exclusively  de- 
fensive, and  is  prosecuted  by  the  enemy 
with  a spirit,  unexampled  during  pend- 
ing nego'iations  for  peace,  which  leaves 
no  prospect  of  safety  but  in  a manly  and 
united  determination  to  meet  invasion  at 
every  point,  and  expel  the  invader. 

^nd  whereas,  notwilhstandmg  the  sig- 
nal and  glorious  naval  victory  lately  a- 
cliievcd  by  our  gallant  com.  M'Donough 
and  his  brave  officers  and  seamen,  over  a 
superior  British  naval  force,  on  Lake 
Champlain  ; and  a like  discomfiture  of 
the  enemy’s  whole  land  force,  concentra- 
ted at  Plattsbtirg,  by  Gen.  M.tcomb‘s 
small  but  valiant  band  of  regular  troops, 
aided  and  powerfully  supported  by  our

this  my  proclamaliun,  earnestly  exoriiiig 
all  the  good  people  of  this  State,  bv  that 
love  of  country,  winch  so  signally  dis- 
tinguished our  fathers,  in  their  glorious 
and  successful  struggle  for  our  indepen- 
dence, to  unite  both  heart  and  hand,  in 
deience  ol  ou''  common  interest, and  eve- 
ry thing  dear  to  freemen 

1 do  enjoin  it  upon  all  officers  ot  divis- 
ions, brigades,  regiments  and  companies 
of  the  militia  of  this  slate,  to  exert  tiiem- 
selves  in  the  i xccution  of  their  respect- 
ive dillies,  in  placing  those  under  their 
command  in  a complete  state  of  readi- 
ness, and  without  further  order,  to  march 
at  a moments  warning,  to  meet  any  inva- 
sion which  may  be  attempted,  and  to 
chastise  and  expel  the  invader. 

And  I would  earnestly  recommend  it 
to  those,  who,  by  the  lenity  of  our  laws 
arc  exempt  from  ordinary  military  duty, 
where  they  have  not  already  done  it,  to 
orgaiiiro  themselves  into  companies,  and 
ecpiip  and  stand  in  readiiies  to  meet  the 
approaching  crisis,  reminding  them  that 
it  is  their  property,  themselves  and  their 
families  that  are,  in  common  with  others, 
to  be  perfected. 

And  more  especially,  I would  recom- 
mend it  to  the  select-men  and  civil  au- 
thorities of  the  respective  towns,  to  be 
vigilant  in  the  execution  of  the  duties  en- 
joined on  them  in  providing  ammunition, 
and  in  affording  such  assistance  to  the 
niiliiia  as  Aeir  situations  may  require. 

After  witnessing  the  severe  and  degra- 
ding terms  imposed  on  many  of  our  fel- 
low citizens  on  the  seaboard,  no  man, 
who  is  mindful  of  what  he  owes  to  his 
country  and  to  his  own  char.icier,  can  ad- 
vocate submission  while  resistance  is 
practicable.

CAPT  BLAKELEY’S  CRUIOT.,  &c. 

Copy  of  a letter  from  Capt  .Johnson  Blakelep  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  A'asni 

' O S 3 Wisp, 
L’Orient,  8th  .Tilly,  1814. 

Sir — On  Tuesday  the  28lh  ull  being  then  in 
lat.  48,  ,16,  N and  long.  11,  15,  W.  we  fell  in 
with  and  engaged,  and  after  an  action  of  nine- 
teen mlniues,  captured  his  Britannic  Majerty’s 
sloop  of  war  tlie  Reindeer,  W'illiam  Manners, 
Esq.  commander.  Annexed  are  the  ntiniitesof 
our  proceeding  on  that  day,  prior  lo  and  during 
the  continuance  of  the  action. 

Where  all  did  their  duty  and  each  appeared 
anxious  to  excel,  it  is  very  difiiruU  to  discrimi- 
nate. It  is,  however,  only  rendering  them 
their  -nerited  due,  when  it  is  declared  of  Lis. 
Reitey  and  Bury,  1st  and  .Id  of  this  vessel,  8c 
whose  names  will  be  found  among  those  of  the 
conquerors  of  the  Gtierrier  and  the  Java  ; and 
of  .Mr  TiUinghasi,  2d  Lieut,  who  was  greatly 
instrumental  in  the  c pture  of  the  Boxer  ; that 
their  conduct  and  cour.ige  on  this  occasion, 
ftiirilh-d  the  highest  expectation  and  gratified 
every  wish.  Sailing-master  Carr  is  also  enti- 
tled to  great  credit  for  tlic  zeal  and  ability 
with  'vhic^li  he  discharged  his  various  duties. 

The  cool  and  patient  comluot  of  every  officer 
and  man  while  exposed  to  the  fire  of  the  shift- 
ing  gun  of  the  enemy  and  without  an  opponu- 
nity  of  returning  it,  could  only  be  equalled  by 
the  animation  and  ardor  exhibited  when  actu- 
ally engaged,  or  by  the  promptitude  and  firm- 
ness with  which  every  attempt  of  the  enemy 
to  board  was  met  and  successfully  repelled.-l- 
Siich  conduct  may  be  seen,  but  cannot  well  be 
described 

The  Reindeer  mounted  sixteen  24’.!>  car-on- 
ades,  two  1 mg  6 or  9 pounders,  and  a shifting 
12  pound  carrqnade,  with  aeomplemeni  of  on 
hoard  one  hundred  and  eighteen  men.  Her  crew 
were  said  trt  he  the  pride  of  Plymouth 

Our  loss  in  men  has  been  sevire,  owing  in 
part  lo  the  proximdy  of  the  two  vessels  and 
the  extreme  smoothness  of  the  sea,  hut  chiefly 
in  repell  ng  bnarders.  That  oi  the  enemy, 
however,  was  infinitely  more  s<i  as  will  tic 
seen  by  the  list  of  killed  and  wounded,  on  both 
sides. 

Six  round  shot  struck  our  hull,  and  many 
grape  which  did  not  penetrate  far.  ' he  fiire- 
mast  received  a 24  lb  shot,  which  passed  thro’ 
its  centre,  and  our  rigging  and  sails  were  a 
good  deal  iniiired. 

The  Reindeer  was  literally  cut  to  pieces  in  a 
line  wn.li  her  porist  her  upper  works,  boats  8c 
.spare  spars  were  one  complete  wr-ck.  A breeze 
springing  up  next  ufternonn  lier  luicmast  went 
by  the  board. 

Having  received  all  the  prisoners  on  board, 
whicti  from  the  niimber  of  w.^iinded  occiipi- d 
much  time,  together  with  thei-  baggage,  the 
Rtind-er  was  on  the  evening  of  the  29th  set  on 
fire  and  in  a few  hours  blew  up.

The  King  was  iiirlined  to  have  pardoned 
them  ; but  the  Marshal  advised  their  it* 
slant  execution.  Deploring  as  we  do  the 
occurrence  of  such  an  event  as  indicaff 
ing  a partiality  for  Bonaparte  amongst 
the  French  soldiers,  <ve  nevertheless  app 
prove  of  the  decision  and  applaud  tli6 
fidelity  of  Oudinot.

To  offer  apolopies  or  expostulations  on  no 
occasion  like  the  present,  would  be  both  te- 
dious to  you,  .and  useless  and  awkward  to  me  s 
you  are  well  aware  that  I arise  to  address  sou 
in  conformity  to  a regulation  of  the  Seminary 
to  which  I belong:  and  I am  fully  satisfied, 
considering  the  intelligence  of  the  audience 
before  me,  that  in  performing  my  duty  to  the 
extent  of  my  abilities,  though  .!  may  not  de- 
serve applause,  1 shall,  at  least,  secure  myself 
from  censure. 

The  science  of  government  is  a subject  which 
has  ever  attracted,  in  a great  degree,  the  at- 
1 of  ei  ery  age  and  coun- 
ard  the  nccessitv  of  its 
ty  of  its  forms,  we  must 
■ that  it  deserves  i.ur 
ation.  Where  there  is 
the  weak  from  the  oppres- 
sion of  the  strong — where  the  ignorant  and 
unsuspecting  lie  an  open  prey  to  the  wicked 
snares  and  wiles  of  tlie  crafty — where  no  1 iw 
restrains  the  boundless  ambition  of  the  as- 
piring few,  whu  taking  advantage  of  the  cre- 
dulity of  mankind,  attempt  to  usurp  abs  diite 
dominion  over  their  fellow  c -eutures,  in  winch 
they  are  neii her  warraiilect  hy  die  L^ws  of  na- 
ture, nor  of  find — miserable  must  be  the  con- 
dition of  any  society — loathsome,  even  exist- 
ence itself,  in  any  slate.  Concerning  the  best 
plan  to  be  adopted  in  the  ciuistriicti  n of  a 
deal  system, . 1 ’gislators  ever  li.nve,  ami 
still  continue  to  differ  ; hut  in  this  they  all 
agree,  that  the  obiect  ' f laws  of  every  kind, 
ought  to  be  the  security,  of  those  whom  they 
gikvern.  Politics,  like  all  other  branche.s  of 
knowledge,  are  no  doubt,  susceptible  of  pro- 
gnessive  improvement,  in  proportion  as  man 
becomes  more  enlightened  by  experience,  or 
better  acijuaiii'ed  with  their  various  operations 
up.011  the  , inlet esU  of  various  commiinitifts.

Ring  a cursory  view  of  the  rises  and 
Ilf  empires  and  states,  in  meditating  on 
A»manv  tniilioiis  who  have  ever  liven  fmeed 
^(xJsend  their  necks  to  the  gall.ng  yoke  of  ty- 
ramy,  wha-  heart  of  stone  d .ps  npt  glow  with 
tlie  holy  ardour  of  gratiliub-  tow'ards  those 
sages  and  law-givers  who,  fi  im  time  to  time, 
aro.ce  M clievr  th-  dieary  gloom  of  despoti.sm, 
b/'the  establishment  of  a government  fiuindcd 
upon  the  rigliu  of  tnaii  ? ,\mong. these  we  may 
eiMuierate  the  immortal  heroes  of  seventy-six. 
AVjtt  n those  heroes  had  toiled  and  struggled 
thpiugh  the  well  fi  light  War  of  the  rev-i.liition, 
for  the  pur|)os^  of  finally  securing  the,  object 
for'which  they  had  engaged  ni  it;  they  careful- 
ly:e?amined  the  nviiiy  political  theories  which 
had  been  siiggeslc-d  by  the  wisdom,  or  con- 
firviied  by  the  experience  of  former  limes. 
F.quality,  c nspiciious  in  the  enU  netas  in  the 
field,  they  duly  considered  the  relative  ad- 
vantages of  each,  and  selected  with  judg- 
ment such  parts  as  were  peculiarly  adapted  to 
the  situation  .and  disposition  of  tl»e  .Xmeric.ui 
people.  They  were  not  guided  in  this  glorious 
undertaking,  as  is  too  (iften  the  case,  by  mo- 
tives of  self-aggrandizement,  either  in  power 
or,  wealth  ; but  actuated  by  a noble  desire  to 
meliorate  the  situation  of  their  fellow.itten— 
toalleviale  the  m sfortuocs  to  which  they  had 
been  so  long  subject — and  to  build  iheir  future 
puisperitv  on  a solid  foundation  Under  the 
influence  of  such  sentiments,  assisted  by  the 
rich  store  of  antiquity,  they  organised  that 
constitution,  which  has  long  shed  its  blessings 
over  this  favored  land. 

The  joyful  \mericar.  bursting  as’iiider  and 
casting  hum  him  the  sliackles  of  oppression, 
walks  forth,  in  all  the  conscious  dignity  of  a 
freeman  ; this  is  the  charter  of  our  lib"rty  ai  d 
independence  Not  that  lilie»ty  winch  delights 
iiiiihe  commission  of  wanton  acts  of  injustice  1 
but  the  pure  and  layional  fruition  of  <dl  the 
privileges  consistent  with  the  peaceand  g.od 
order  of  society.  Sovereignty,  rescued  from 
the  rude  hands  of  the  usurper,  is  restored  to 
its  original  and  rightful  owners — the  people. 
’Tis  they  who  alone  are  concerned  in  it--’tis 
witli  them  to  confer  it  upon  another  j and 
whenever  exercised  against  their  will — ’tis 
usurpation  Man,  when  lie  enters  into  a s 'Cial 
compact,  necesiarilv  delivers  up  a p wtion  of 
his  naiural  freed  ni,  that  he  rnay  enjoy  the  re- 
mainder, undisturbed  by  the  extern:il  assaults 
of  those  whom  cliaiice,  01  I >ve  it  spoil,  may 
make  his  foe  ; but  in  the  co.ivse  of  time,  it  often 
happens,  ihii  this  wry  surrender  is  made  the 
iastrumeni  of  depriving  hiriwif  the  small  b i- 
fince  wticb  he  retains  to  hmjsclf.«.-lience,  re- 


sulf  nionarciue*,  7i)0i'e<iP  less  despotic;  and 
hence  it  is  that  goveniments  become  subver- 
sive of  the  very  end  for  which  they  were  in- 
Btittrtedr  To  steer -a  middle -coursef  between 
the  two  extremes  of  licentiousness  and  tyran- 
nic sway,  seemed  to  be  Uie  grand  desideratum. 
In  this  they  have  realized  the  fondest  expecta- 
tion.s. 

Of  the  many  excellencies  which  may  he  ob- 
served in  this  admirable  institution,  there  is 
none,  I am  sure,  which  will  s.ioner  meet  the 
approbation  of  the  truly  noble  mind  than  the 
total  prohibition  of  all  law  by  which  power  or 
distinction  may  be  obtained  by  inheritance. 
It  is  this  absurd  principle  which  now  scats  a 
madman  011  the  throne  of  T.ngland,  and  the 
immediate  tendency  of  which  ever  is  to  take 
from  real  worth  the  honors  and  rewards  bestow- 
ed upon  the  mere  casualty  of  oirtli.  It  requires 
no  very  deep  investigation  into  the  designs  of 
nature,  tti  prove  that  “ this  world  was  not  made 
fur  raesrr.”  She  is  a parent  kind  ahke  to  all. 
The  lord  in  his  castle  is  bom  as  helpless  as 
the  peasant  in  his  cot.  It  is  from  his  greater 
deeds,  from  '.liv  better  arrangement  of  llie  ta- 
lents laid  to  his  charge,  and  not  from  her,  lliat 
any  one  derives  genuine  superiority. 

In  these,  and  in  many  other  respects,  the 
American  cunslitiilion  may  be  said  to  be  equal- 
ed by  none.  1 do  not  however  presume  it  is 
entirely  Willioiit  defect,  or  lliat  it  may  not  be 
siiscepiible  of  such  salutary  amendments  as 
lime  m:iy  requii'e.  Imperfection  is  incident 
to  all  human  things.  In  the  most  well-wrought 
picture  that  ever  came  from  the  hands  of  a 
ainter,  we  may  di.scover  parts  which  might 
e improved  by  some  delicate  strokes  of  the 
pencil.  In  the  most  labored  productions  of 
the  hiimau  mind,  the  piercing  eye  of  the  cri- 
tic w dl  discern  some  plausible  blemishes. 
It  is  not  ilicrefore  to  be  wondered  if  ibis  sys- 
tem share  the  common  fate.  Hut  it  c.nmot  he 
for  a moment  doubted,  that  for  the  pre.scrva- 
tion  of  the  essential  rights  of  m mkiiid,  for 
the  promotion  of  the  happiness  and  security 
of  society,  it  surpasses  every  civil  code  exist- 
ing on  the  face  of  the  gf  be 

If  we  turn  ourcyes  from  this  pleasing  pros- 
pect to  the  situation  of  devoted  Kurope,  what 
a mounifiil  contrast  presents  llselt  to  our  view  ! 
A dreary  reir.-spect,  a saddening  spectable  of 
human  '.voe  !—  -\  clan  of  tyrants,  and  a land 
of  slaves  ! There man  is  d.-agged  fixim  peace 
and  home,  like  beasts  t.o  slaiighler — and  for- 
ced 'pslieil  his  blood — to  sacrifice  his  life,  in 
fields  of  death  and  ilovastalion  : in  older  to 
defend  and  support  that  power  by  which  he  is 
enslaved— to  feed  the  insatiable  ambition  of 
the  cruel  despots  who  rule  over  him  ; to  rivet 
fiimtrtlie  very  chains  by  which  Jie  is  hound. 
Here  mav  we  belmld  the  utmost  pomp  and 
glitter  cf  princely  pride,  surrounded  and  ep- 
hold  by  the  cslremity  of  luim.an  wretchedness. 
Here  rasui  is  born  to  serve  his  brother  man,  to 
tremble  at  Ids  nud — to  obey  his  haughty  call. 
In  contemplating  s > deplorahb  a picture  of 
human  depravity — well  may  we  excuse  flie  en- 
thusiastic patriot,  who  in  the  anguish  of  des- 
pair, exclaims,  in  the  language  of  the  immor- 
tal av  nger  of  Roman  Libeity  : "O  virtue, 
thou  art  but  a name!”  This  unlntpy,  lids 
unlurtunate  quarter  of  the  earth  has  been  for 
more  than  twenty  years  deluged  in  the  blood 
of  a most  destructive  and  imparalleled  war. 
Norlill  late  has  peace  resumed  her  sea'.  The 
aboil  I ion  of  the  French  monarchy,  by  the  re- 
moval of  the  Bourbon  family  at  the  commence- 
mel  t uf  the  former  revolution,  but  cleared  the 
way  for  the  prrpeira'.ioii  of  the  most  shnrkiog 
deeds,  for  all  the  horrors  of  the  most  ilreadfiil 
carnage  that  ever  disgraced  humanity.  The 
guillotine  was  choakeil  with  the  swarms  of  its 
victims — Kven  death  was  glutted  by  the  oceans 
of  blood,  p'acti  in  after  taction  arose — party 
afterparty  succeeded  to  the  exercise  ot  supreme 
power  ; but  all  seemed  enraged  by  the  same 
demon  of  fury — :dl  built  tin  ir  hopes  on  anar- 
chy, domestic  shuiglitcr,  and  foreign  corquest- 
Th  is  state  of  “ confusion  now  confounded," 
was  followeil  hy  the  re-establishment  of  the 
throne  of  France.  Then  burst  forth  a thun- 
dering V 'icano  vldcli  threatened  to  swallow 
up  the  nations  of  the  earth  in  one  universal 
tyranny.  Tiic  greedy  Corsican,  not  content 
with  the  empire  which  he  had  usurped,  having 
trampled  under  feet  tlie  kingdoms  of  the 
sbutli,  flushed  with  the  joy  of  victory,  blinded 
by  the  adulation  of  flattery,  conceived  the 
dark  design  of  undivided  dominion,  and  ho- 
ped, in  one  grasp,  to  wield  the  sceptre  of  the 
civilizol  world  To  accomplish  this  liemurch- 
ed  at  the  head  of  his  victorioiis  legions  to 
encounter  the  north.  For  a moment  he  seemed 
to  succeed — Russia  trembled  for  her  fate. — 
F.vcn  the  fast  anchored  Isle  tottered  on  its 
base.  But  Heaven  frowned  upon  the  vain  at- 
tempt, and  Napoleon  fell  ! The  tyrant  dropt 
Ills  crown  and  slunk  back  into  sea  from  whence 
he  came  !

ceived it  to  the  succeeding  gencraticii ; Initon 
this  part  of  my  subject,  botli  on  account  of  my 
limited  time  am.-  talents,  I shall  not  be  able  to 
expatiate  at  any  considerable  length 

It  is  a remark.nhle  fact  which  mutt  he  evi- 
dent to  all,  in  the  least  acquainted  b ith  the 
historic  page,  that  nearly  every  popular  form 
of  government  which  has  appeared  in  the 
world,  from  the  petty  democracies  of  Greece 
to  the  great  republic  of  the  United  States,  have 
been  the  result  of  a virtuous,  simple  and  mo- 
ral stale  ofsociely  ; and  tlie  farther  any  such 
peoiile  have  receded  from  this  condition,  -the 
Heart  r they  have  approached  the  brink  of  their 
ilcstruction — the  grand  vortex  of  tyran;iy  and 
usurpation  When  in  any  litc  country  we  be- 
hold men  who  sacrifice  every  principle  of  hon- 
esty— who  barter  their  dearest  rights  f r the 
foul  purpose  of  acciinuilaling  useless  hordes  of 
gold — when  we  see  others  prostituting  their 
honor,  forsaking  the  paths  of  virtue  and  jus- 
tice m order  to  gratify  their  lawless  lust  of 
glory  and  power — when,  in  une,  corruption  and 
immorality  become  familiar  by  their  frequency 
to  the  public  eye,  then  may  we  pn  claim  willi 
certainly  the  ruin  of  such  a stale,  however 
wise  her  institutions,  however  just  anil  eepial 
her  laws.  It  was  the  inexorable  chastity  of 
l.iicrelia  which  caused  the  expulsion  of  the 
Tarqiiins,  and  laid  the  f-.-undaiion  of  R iman 
liberty: — but  in  after  times,  when  men  had 
been  corrupted  by  the  baneful  infliienre  of 
luxury,  protracted  commerce  and  superfluous 
weallli — when  military  renown  and  the  can- 
quest  of  foreign  regions  were  Iherr  sole  de- 
light. not  even  the  divine  virtues  of  Hriitiis 
could  save  his  country  from  Caesar’s  ambiti'-ii : 
for  though  the  usurper  fell,  thou.gh  he  siitt'.rcd 
“ a Roman  vengeance  for  his  parricide,”  he 
triumphed  in  his  fall.  Vice  and  degeneracy 
had  eradicated  from  their  hearts  the  noWe 
love  of  freedom,  and  prepared  them  for  the 
rccep'.inii  of  a tyrant’s  rule.  The  pl.ajiis  of 
I’hiUippi  were  reddened  with  gore  of  the  mag- 
nanimous pair,  and  in  them  perished  tin:  “ last 
of  the  Romans."  Butwhy  revert  ti  aniiqiiity  ? 
why  stray  for  examples  beyond  the  limits  of 
otir  own  terntorv,  or  look  farther  back  than 
oiir  own  age  ? 'Vlio  were  the  lathers  of  this 
republic!  .A  virtuous  land  in  arms,  under  the 
guidance  of  the  good  and  great  hero  of  Ver- 
min’s mount — .As  long  as  we  imitate  them — as 
long  as  we  emulate  their  deeds,  we  will  be 
triiimpliant  over  every  effort  of  internal  faction 
or  external  foes 

Foreign  commerce,  when  subject  to  no  re- 
strain, has  always  been  considered  destructive 
to  the  principle  of  republicanism  It  has,  to 
be  sure,  rescued  many  nations  from  the  dark- 
ness  of  ignorance  and  barbarity ; but  it  is  no 
less  true  that  it  has  plunged  as  many  others 
fr  m the  most  refined  state  of  civilization,  to 
the  lowest  degradation  of  savage  life  Few 
people,  it  seem-.,  have  had  the  wisdom  to  guess 
ai  wlia'  point  t > stop.  As  the  medicinal  art, 
when  confined  within  the  bounds  of  certain 
fixed  rules,  serves  tv  heal  and  support  the  laii- 
giii.shing  frame  of  man,  so  commerce  when 
•m.adethe  instrument  of  supplying  those  ne- 
cessities which  nature  has  denied,  may  prove 
the  most  essential  benefit  to  a body  politic: 
but  either,  if  carried  to  the  extreme,  are  pro- 
ductive of  the  greaiest  mischief.  The  various 
blessings  dispensed  by  Providence  on  various 
portions  .if  the  eartli,  have  established  a cer- 
tain original  dependence  of  the  one  upon  the 
other,  and  a reciprocal  intercourse  between 
them;  but  unlimited  commerce  is  the  parent 
of  luxury,  which  ihamps  the  enlivening  fire  of 
patriotism,  and  effeminates  the  offspring  of  a 
valiant  ancestry.  .A  reference  to  the  natural 
situation  of  the  United  States,  and  their  mani- 
fest advantages  in  soil,  climate  and  inexhaust- 
ible resources,  justify  the  fond  hope  that  in  no 
distant  day  the  American  will  be  able  to  spurn 
the  low  servility  of  a reliance  upon  others, 
and  resting  on  the  broad  basis  of  virtue,  to 
weal- the  product  of  his  own  loom,  and  qiiafi" 
the  nectar  of  his  own  vineyard,  convinced  of 
the  justnesss  of  the  poet’s  judgment : 

That  trade’s  proud  empire  liastes  to  swift 
decay. 

As  ocean  wastes  the  labour’d  mole  away 

AVhile  self-dependent  power  can  time  defy. 

As  rocks  resist  the  billows  and  the  sky. 

Ill  speaking  on  a subject  so  nearly  connect- 
ed with  it,  might  be  reck-  ned  a neglect  by 
some,  to  say  nothing  of  the  present  slate  of 
our  national  affairs ; I therefore  claim  your  at- 
tention for  a moment  longer. 

That  war  exists  it  would  be  superfluous  to 
inform  the  inhabitants  of  a city  which  was  so 
brilliantly  illuminated  at  its  declaration,  and 
which,  to  d->  it  justice,  has  poured  forth  its 
most  precious  blood  in  its  support.  Yes,  the 
enemy  is  at  our  dixirs  ! Our  capitol  is  levelleil 
wi!li  the  dust  ! — The  Can.adian  dream  has 
passed  away;-— Jelf  dclence  is  now  tho  watch- 


word !— An  honorable  pOcM,  ttiOttgti  howled  <«,, 
is  little  expected.  Our  foe,  ever  haughty,  is 
now  still  more  so,  from  her  late  success,  dis- 
engaged from  the  wars  of  Europe,  she  may 
now  strike  up-m  us  with  redoubU-d  force. 
They  talkoi  re-colonlzalion !— of  uncoiiditiona! 
submission !— But  if  the  American  people 
unite  with  a firm  de-erniination  todelend  iheit 
altars  and  their  fire-sides  from  the  unliallowed 
footsteps  of  the  invader,  their  bo;isting  me- 
naces  recoiling  back  with  shame  upon  them- 
selves,  will  biu  aild  new  glory  to  th  is  repub- 
lic. Secure  iioder  the  strong  arm  of  freedoin^ 
uiiparali/.ed  by  the  fiend  of  disunion,  we  wiU 
si  and  forever,  should  the  cai  tli  rise  in  arms 
against  us  : — 

Till  wi;ipt  in  fire  the  realms  of  *tb.er  glow. 

And  heav.-n’s  last  llmnder  shakes  the  worl*’ 
below.

A YANKEE  TRICK. 

-drrivrd,  at  this  port,  on  Thursday  last- 
gun  vessels  160  and  151,  the  former 
conimandcU  by  sailing  master  Paine,  and- 
the  latter  hy  sailing  master  Collins,  with 
their  prize  the  British  privateer  Fortune 
ci  War,  of  four  guns  and  forty  men, 
which  was  captured  hy  them  onllie  lOtb 
inst.  near  Sapelo  Bar.  The  following 
are  the  particulars  of  the  capture  of  the 
above  vessel : 

On  the  lOtli  instant,  botli  gun  vessels 
ancliored  off  the  Ili.gh  Point  of  Sapdo, 
when  sailing  master  Paine  was  inloi  meU 
that  an  armed  boat  liad  landed  near  Mr. 
Richardson’s  place.  Two  boats  weli 
manned  were  instantly  despatched  from 
Nos.  16i  and  151  in  pursuit  of  her,  when 
they  soon  after  returned  with  twelve  pris- 
oners, who  belonged  to  the  boat.  On  en- 
quiry they  were  iburld  to  be  a part  of  the 
crew  of  a British  privateer,  then  lying  in 
Sapelo  Sound.  Mr.  Paine  on  receiving 
this  information  ordered  the  gun  vessels 
under  way.  and  stood  for  the  privateer. 
No.  ICO  being  ahead,  hoisted  the  English 
colors  over  the  American  for  a decoy, 
and  proceeded  to  the  privateer.  The 
piivaleer  observing  the  gun  vessels  com- 
ing down,  got  under  weigh  and  stootl  for 
the  bar  ; but  on  perceiving  the  American 
colors  under  the  English,  immediately 
hove  to,  (under  the  impression  that  the- 
gun  vessel  had  I>ecn  captured  by  her 
boat’s  crew)  and  remained  so  until  No. 
160  lircd  into  her  from  a 33  pounder, 
which  killed  one  man,  wounded  3,  and  in- 
jured her  sails  and  rigging  very  much. 

The  privateer  then  struck  without  fir- 
ing a gun.  If  the  above  mentioned  de- 
coy had  not  been  resorted  to,  the  priva- 
teer would  liavc  made  her  escape,  as  she 
sailed  much  faster  than  the  gur  boats.

of  the  state  of  Georgia,  entitled  “ an  act  sup-
